(Extension Dept., A. A; M. College.) 
Fields infested 
with 
cocklebur™ 
should not be used for grazing pigs 
in the spring when the cocklebur™ 
ar** sprouting, advises A. L. Ward, 
Swine Husbandman, extension Serv­ 
ice, A. and M. College of Texas. 
The m od dangerous time is just 
as the cocklebur!- plant pushes up 
through the surface of the noil. The 
pigs like these young sprouts, which 
contain a poisonous substance which 
results fatally if eaten in sufficient 
quantities. Experiments have proven 
that 12 ounces of these sprouts con­ 
tain sufficient poison to kill a 50 
pound shoat. 
Death usually results 
quickly, *omewhat like sorghum poi 
toning of cattle. 
When pigs are first affected the 
entire bunch should be removed to a 
dry lot for a short time, where they 
should be given whole milk, grease 
or lard. 
The surest preventive is to 
keep pigs from 
burrs until the 
of 4 to 6 inch 
stage lose the poisoning properties

That 
little community has been vitalized 
by the presence of their rural com­

club and 
sometimes they

This work 
of organizing

could well be undertaken by the Ro- 
tar ans and the Lions, as well a?

clubs or organizations. 
Flying squadrons should be sent out 
into the communities for a get-to­ 
gether meeting with the people of 
that neighborhood. 
Out of a visit 
or two grows up a community club. 
And out of one or two such organize 
tions comes one in every neighbor­ 
hood; they then hold the r communi­ 
ty poultry shows and fairs. 
We owe much to the people “ f 
Anderson county and a little sympa­ 
thetic and wise leadership in this en- 
deavor would result in great good, 
not only to the rural communities, 
but to Palestine a? well. 
Let it be said at the end of 192* 
that Palestine ha? realized its re­
